Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1960  covers  the  first  full  year  during  which  I held  the  appointment  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Borough. 

Most  of  the  body  of  the  report  is  taken  up  with  statistical  information  on  the  state  of  health  of 
the  population  within  the  Borough  boundary  and,  being  somewhat  indigestible,  it  appears  prudent  to  draw 
attention  to  the  following:- 

POPULATION 

50,910  was  the  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  but  the  Census  of  April,  1961,  showed  the 
figure  to  be  48,989.  The  latter  figure  indicates  the  movement  of  service  personnel  mainly,  out  of  the  Borough, 
consequent  upon  National  Policy. 

birth  rate 

20.37  per  1,000  population.  Total  births  1,037.  As  the  national  average  for  1960  was  17.1  the 
trend  for  the  local  rate  to  be  well  above  the  national  average  continues. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS 


There  were  60  illegitimate  births  in  a total  number  of  1,037  live  births,  giving  a rate  of  58  per 
1,000  as  opposed  to  54  for  England  and  Wales. 

During  the  10  years  ending  1960  there  have  been  501  illegitimate  births  out  of  a total  of  8,927 
births  in  the  Borough,  giving  an  average  rate  per  1,000  live  births  per  annum  of  56  over  the  past  decade. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

20.25  per  1,000  live  births  compared  favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  21.9. 

Total  Infant  Deaths  under  1 year  number  21,  of  which  13  were  under  1 week  of  life  and  a further 
3 under  one  month  at  time  of  death.  The  cause  of  death  in  those  infants  under  1 month  was  assigned  as:-

Chest  Cancer:  There  were  24  male  and  1 female  deaths.  Total  deaths  from  this  cause  over  the  post  10 
years  was  152  males  and  21  females.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Dysentery:  This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  months  of  March  to  June  reaching  a peak  in 

April.  Notifications  amounted  to  202.  Children  of  school  age  or  under  accounted  for  75%  of  the  total  and 
there  were  11  hospital  admissions.  Infection  appeared  to  spread  via  common  contact  at  school. 

Meosles:  During  November  and  December  an  outbreak  of  Measles  commenced,  being  the  onset 

of  the  biennial  epidemic.  There  were  256  notifications  to  the  end  of  the  year.

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Whooping  Cough;  41  notifications,  there  being  only  one  month  during  the  year  when  Whooping 
Cough  was  not  notified.  The  average  per  annum  for  the  previous  5 years  was  124.  Notifications  from  child- 
ren under  5 years  were  21  while  notifications  from  those  under  1 year  were  6.  Even  if  protective  inoculation 
only  helps  to  ameliorate  an  attack  rather  than  give  absolute  protection  against  the  disease  it  would  appear 
prudent  to  continue  to  stress  the  value  of  inoculations  to  those  parents  who  fail  to  give  their  children  the 
benefit  of  this  inoculation.  The  return  from  the  County  Health  Department  shows  a 54.5  per  cent  accep- 
tance rate  for  tMs  area  in  respect  of  children  up  to  5 years  of  age. 

Tuberculosis;  Primary  notifications  were  24  out  of  a total  of  46.  The  total  number  of  people 
remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  389,  which  was  the  lowest  total  since 
1952.  The  seven  deaths  recorded  over  the  year  from  this  disease  should  act  as  a counter  to  any  compla- 
cency consequent  to  the  falling  number  on  the  register. 

Gastro-Enteritis  in  Infancy;  4 children  died  in  All  Saints  Hospital,  Chatham,  during  March, 
1960,  within  a period  of  2 weeks.  Only  one  was  from  the  area  of  the  Borough.  All  presented  similar  symptoms 
of  a fulminating  infection,  death  occurring  within  a few  days  of  onset  of  disease.  Infants  were  healthy, 
well  nourished  specimens,  and  no  illness  was  experienced  by  other  members  of  the  family  groups.  Hospital 
investigations  at  the  time  did  not  reveal  any  specific  infecting  agent. 

CLEARANCE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES  (SLUM  CLEARANCE) 

The  end  of  the  first  five  year  programme  of  Slum  Clearance  in  the  Borough  passed  at  the  termin- 
ation of  the  year  under  review  and  the  opportunity  is  taken  to  assess  progress. 

Clearance  of  unfit  properties  within  the  Borough  will  be  a continuing  project  for  many  years  to 
come  for  although  the  initial  report  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1955  proposed  the 
clearance  of  769  unfit  houses  over  the  next  ten  years  - 10  ending  1964,  it  is  probable  that  there  are  close 
on  twice  as  many  more  properties  remaining  in  the  Borough,  which  will  eventually  be  classified  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  Until  actual  individual  inspection  is  effected,  the  final  total  can  only  remain  an 
estimate  and  the  passage  of  time  will  undoubtably  add  to  the  list. 

Clearance  Areas 


The  original  target  figure  included  21  houses  already  at  that  time  included  in  operative  clearance 
or  compulsory  purchase  orders.  It  was  considered  that  by  the  end  of  the  first  five  years  of  the  programme 
439  houses  could  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  Clearance  area  procedure. 

The  number  of  houses  which  could  be  cleared  was  therefore  460  (i.e.  439  plus  21). 

At  the  end  of  December  1960  the  following  table  showed  the  stage  reached;-

Individual  Unfit  Houses 

During  the  5 years  ending  1960  as  the  result  of  complaint  or  detection  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  a further  80  houses  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  unfit  either  in  whole  or  in  part  for  human

habitation,  and  ALL  were  dealt  with  by  way  of  demolition  or  closing  order.  Subsequently  6 of  the  properties 
subject  to  closing  orders  were  made  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Additional  Unfit  Houses 

Not  included  in  any  of  the  above  areas  were  102  houses  in  the  Ordnance  Street  district  which  it 
had  been  decided  by  the  Council  to  clear  by  means  of  Unfitness  Orders,  and  a further  30  houses  were  added 
for  action  under  clearance  area  procedure.  All  these  properties  were  inspected  during  the  years  ending 
1960,  and  action  set  in  train  for  their  demolition  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.

CARAVAN  SITE,  ASH  TREE  LANE 

While  this  name  might  indicate  mobile  homes  most  of  the  accommodation  on  the  site,  although 
originally  mobile,  is  now  quite  static.  The  site  has  been  used  for  human  habitation  for  over  60  years  and 
provides  a variety  of  living  conditions  from  the  most  squalid  to  the  clean  abode.  A few  modern  caravans, 
old  converted  buses,  converted  railway  carriages,  wooden  shacks  and  traditional  gipsy  vans  have  been  a 
continuing  feature  of  the  sky  line  in  this  part  of  the  Borough.  The  inhabitants  are  an  independent  community 
and  rarely,  if  ever,  have  complained  of  their  living  conditions  which  lack  all  modern  amenities.  It  would 
have  been  quite  illogical  for  the  Council  to  press  on  with  their  extensive  programme  of  clearance  of  unfit 
houses  in  the  Borough  and  at  the  same  time  to  countenance  the  continued  existence  of  this  aggregate  of 
dwellings.  Some  years  may  pass  before  it  is  possible  to  record  the  passing  of  this  landmark  but  the  action 
of  the  Council  in  deciding  to  clear  the  site  and  rehouse  the  occupants  may  well  have  been  the  most  sig- 
nificant public  health  pronouncement  of  the  year  under  review. 


Residents  comprise  28  families  with  a total  of  60  adults  and  39  children  of  school  age  and  pre- 
school age  residing  in  36  units  of  accommodation. 

Considerable  local  and  national  newspaper  publicity  and  a television  recording  was  indicative, 
at  the  time,  of  the  unusual  interest  in  the  Council's  decision. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

Although  no  statutory  responsibility  is  exercised  at  the  level  of  the  Borough  Health  Department 
for  the  care  of  the  aged,  it  does  happen  from  time  to  time  that  reauests  for  action  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  are  received.  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  effect  compulsory 
removal  from  their  homes  of  old  persons  ill  or  infirm,  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  as  it  was  considered 
that  the  solution  in  each  case  could  be  met  from  other  sources. 


CHILD  NEGLECT 

Local  reports  from  the  press  indicate  that  cruelty  to  children  mainly  by  neglect  is  a partic- 
ularly prevalent  canker  in  the  community  and  stated  to  be  three  times  the  national  average.  It  may  be  that 
the  particular  difficulties  presented  in  the  affected  families  have  no  relevance  to  environmental  hygiene 
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or  housing  need  as  the  Health  Department  does  not  take  part  in  any  co-operative  action  organised  at  local 
level,  to  cope  with  the  problem. 


In  conclusion  may  I take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  gratitude  to  all  who  have  helped  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report  and  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Department.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1960 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 


Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  Public  Health  Depot  for  the  year  1960:- 

Staff:  During  the  year,  one  District  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  to  fill  a vacancy,  and  one 

Student  Public  Health  Inspector  passed  the  Public  Health  Inspectors'  examination,  and  is  now  employed 
as  a District  Public  Health  Inspector,  making  an  establishment  of  six  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Clean  Air:  One  area,  consisting  of  464  properties,  was  surveyed  and  confirmation  by  the  Minister  is  now 
awaited.  A 10%  pilot  survey  of  another  area  involving  nearly  3,000  houses  was  carried  out. 

Slum  Cleorance:  Fifteen  areas  involving  95  properties  were  represented.  The  number  of  properties  demol- 

ished in  Clearance  areas  during  the  year  was  17. 

Gipsy  Encampment:  The  encampment  at  Ash  Tree  Lane  is,  at  long  last,  disappearing.  The  occupants  of 
the  caravans  are  slowly  realising  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  living  in  Council  Houses  with  modern 
amenities  and  I hope,  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  to  see  the  area  cleared  of  its  conglomeration  of  un- 
sightly shacks  and  coravans  which  have  been  an  eye-sore  for  so  many  years. 

Food  Hygiene:  Considerable  importance  is  attached  to  Food  Hygiene,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
are  continually  visiting  food  preparing  premises  and  shops  where  open  food  is  sold  in  order  to  ensure  that 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  are  carried  out.  As  will  be  seen  on  pages  33 
and  34  of  the  report,  quite  a number  of  adulterated  samples  were  dealt  with  by  the  department.  Legal  pro- 
ceedings were  instituted  in  five  cases. 

Slaughterhouse:  The  one  privately  owned  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  is  undergoing  certain  renova- 

tions in  order  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958. 

Once  again  the  table  on  page  37  shows  that  not  a single  whole  carcase  was  condemned  on 
account  of  Tuberculosis. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  co-operation  I have  had  from  all 
members  of  the  staff  and  from  my  colleagues  in  other  departments.

Adulterated  Samples 


Upon  being  submitted  for  analysis,  the  undermentioned  samples  were  found  to 
be  below  the  required  standard,  with  the  following  results 

Beef  Sausage  Meat,  Informal  sample  contained  48/^  total  meat,  which  the  Analyst 
considered  to  be  very  slightly  low.  The  manufacturer's  attention  was  drawn  to  this 
low  meat  content. 

Bread.  Informal  sample  of  two  slices  of  bread.  These  had  a small  dark  speck 
at  the  bottom  of  each  slice,  consisting  of  minute  fragments  of  dirty  dough.  A warning 
letter  was  sent  to  the  bakers  concerned. 

Cake . Informal  sample  of  a portion  of  ginger  cake,  partly  sliced.  Embedded  in 
the  uncut  piece  was  a dark  coloured  foreign  body  about  the  size  of  a broad  bean.  Its 
size,  shape  and  general  characters  were  consistent  with  those  of  a piece  of  chewing 
gum  which  had  been  chewed  and  also  cooked  in  the  cake.  Legal  proceedings  were  instit- 
uted under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955«  The  defendants  were  fined  £15.0s,0d.  plus 
£3.13s.Od,  costs. 

Cooked  Sausage.  Informal  sample  of  cooked  sausage,  containing  a large  fly.  The 
sample  consisted  of  two  portions  of  a cooked  sausage  each  of  which  contained  parts  of 
a fly.  Tests  applied  to  the  body  portion  of  the  fly  Indicated  that  it  had  been  heated. 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  The  defendants 
were  fined  £5.0s,0d.  plus  Z’Jt'Js.Od,  costs. 

Milk.  Informal  sample.  Floating  in  the  milk  and  also  on  the  sides  and  bottom 
of  the  Inside  of  the  bottle  were  fairly  numerous  minute  dark  specks.  These  consisted 
of  metallic  aluminium  and  were  not  dangerous  to  health.  A warning  letter  was  sent  to 
the  dealer. 

Milk  Bottle.  Empty  milk  bottle  was  submitted  to  the  Analyst  who  reported  presence 
of  brownish  grey  particles;  patches  of  mould  with  specks  of  vegetable  matter,  no  cement 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  dairy  was  situated. 

Sausage  Roll.  Informal  sample  of  sausage  roll  containing  blow  fly  eggs.  There 
were  a few  stray  ones  and  a cluster  of  20  - 30.  A warning  letter  was  sent  to  the 
baker  concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  samples,  which  were  brought  to  the 
department  by  members  of  the  public,  were  dealt  with  as  follows 

Glass  in  a Bottle  of  Mint  Sauce,  Warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  Company  concerned 

Glass  in  Bottle  of  Medicine,  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Council 
for  action. 

Bottle  Top  in  Bottle  of  Milk.  V/arnlng  letter  was  sent  to  the  Company  concerned.

The  matter  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with 
by  Informal  approach  to  the  milk  dealer. 

Shrimps . These  were  purchased  from  a stall  and  complainant  alleged  that  they 
were  decomposed.  In  view  of  time  lapse  between  date  of  purchase  and  date  of  com- 
plaint (2  days).  It  was  decided  to  write  a letter  to  the  stall-holder  Informing  him 
of  the  complaint.
